TRY IT ‘SOUR WAY” FIRST Even if you do not plan to plant 
your trees immediately after arrival, open up the bundles. Roots should be 
moist. To keep them in perfect condition until you’re ready to plant, the 
opened bundles should be “heeled in’ in trenches in moist ground, protected 
from sun and wind. Dig a narrow trench, set in the bundles side by side and 
make certain roots are kept moist by pressing soil around entire root system. 
Trees can be kept healthy in this way until you are ready to set them out. When 
planting time comes, place the bundles, root down, in pails of water, and carry

A WORD OF CAUTION We don’t recommend field planting of 
spruce and fir seedlings under 4-inches in size on sites which are extremely hot 
or dry. Small pine seedlings and transplanted spruce and fir will fare alright on 
sites of this type, however. If in doubt, check with your county agent, Soil Con- 
servation Service or District Forester. 


ALL OUR TREES are graded, with the undersized, light caliper and those 
with damaged roots culled out. Our seedlings are grown in high-humus, low- 
density soils, thus assuring sturdy stems and fibrous root systems.
